Gasoline Tax Fee 
Given To Agencies 

State Controller Kenneth 
Cory announced the distri¬ 
bution of $54,443,843 among 
the state, cities and counties 
as the March apportiion- 
ment of highway users taxes. 

Los Angeles County's 
share was $3,572,072.26, and 
Sierra Madre’s share was 
$7,238.11. A total of $13,762.- 
128 went directly to the 
counties; $10,357,190 to 
cities; $30,294,525 for expen¬ 
ditures on State Highways; 
and $30,000 to the Bicycle 
Lane Account. 

The total apportionment 
was derived from the fol¬ 
lowing sources: gasoline tax, 
$49,865,848; diesel fuel tax, 
$4,575,457; and miscellan¬ 
eous, $2,538. 

The total available for the 
March apportionment was 
$19,009 321 less than that for 
the preceding month. The 
gasoline tax was $16,962,572 
less than the February fig¬ 
ures. 

The distribution was $12,- 
355,559 less than that for the 
same month last year. The 
March 1976 gasoline tax dis¬ 
tribution was $11,481,001 less 
than that for March 1975. 

$22,356.63 In 
License Fees To 
Sierra Madre 

State Controller Kenneth 
Cory reported distribution of 
$60,286,193 t o cities and 
counties as the March ap¬ 
portionment of state-collect¬ 
ed “in-lieu” motor vehicle 
license fees. 

Cory reported Los Angeles 
County received $9,973,653.59. 
In addition, the City of Sier¬ 
ra Madre received $22,356.63. 

The distribution represents 
the cities and counties share 
of license fees and other re¬ 
venue deposited in the Motor 
Vehicle License Fee Account 
during February. 

Half of the distribution 
went to the cities and half 
to counties in the proportion 
that the population of each 
city or county bears to the 
populations of all the cities 
or counties in the state. Dis¬ 
tribution is based on the 
1970 Federal Census as ad¬ 
justed to reflect new incor¬ 
porations, annexations, spe¬ 
cial censuses and State De¬ 
partment of Finance esti¬ 
mates.

Q. — I have had stock in 
the Great Atlantic and Paci¬ 
fic Tea Company for many 
years and the value of the 
stock has been on a one way 
track — down — for most 
of that time.

SoCal Gas To 
Make Refunds 

By a 3-2 vote, refunds to¬ 
talling about $4.5 million 
were ordered March 30 by 
the California Public Utili¬ 
ties Commission to he re¬ 
funded this spring to cus¬ 
tomers of Southern Califor¬ 
nia Gas Company. 

As a consequence, relunds 
of an unknown amount will 
ire ordered for San Diego 
Gas & Electric’s natural gar, 
customers. 

Commissioner William Sy¬ 
mons, Jr., dissented, and 
Commissioner Ver non L 
Sturgeon issued a concur¬ 
rence and dissent. 

The refunds stem from So- 
Cal’s selection of a federal 
income tax option which re¬ 
duced its financial risks in 
1975 rather than an option 
which would have immedi¬ 
ately flowed through certain 
lax savings to its customers. 

Part of SoCal’s refund will 
go to SDG & E, a major So¬ 
Cal customer, and will he 
passed along to SDG A E’s 
customers. 

Both utilities were directed 
to file within 30 days a plan 
for making the refunds. 

The 1975 income tax op¬ 
tion selected by SoCal will 
flow through savings to its 
customers over a period of 
39 years rathe* than one 
year, which was its other 
option. 

Tax Payment Now 
Requires Penalty 

Los Angeles County Tax 
Collector, H. B. Alvord, re¬ 
minded taxpayers today that 
the second installment on 
their property taxes was due 
on or before Monday, April 
12, to avoid a six per cent 
penalty. 

Because April 10 fell on a 
Saturday, taxpayers had two 
additional days in which to 
pay their property taxes 
without accruing penalties 
on the second installment. 

Payments postmarked af¬ 
ter April 12 will be returned 
to the taxpayer and will re¬ 
quire the six per ccni pen¬ 
alty and $3 costs per parcel 
in accordance with state 
law, Alvord exphasi zed. 

Alvord further cautioned 
that the post office has an¬

Dear P. R., 

Yes, I think you’ll find 
that candidates are paying 
more and more attention to 
women voters, and for good 
reason. Women make up 
more than fifty per cent ol 
the population in the nation 
and in California, and they 
are as likely to register to 
vote as men. 

Recent figures from I he 
U.S. Bureau of the Census 
show that women outvoted 
men in steadily increasing 
numbers in the last three 
presidential elections. 

Almost two million more 
women than men voted in 
1964, almost three million in 
1968, and almost four mil¬ 
lion in 1972. The women’s 
percentage of total vote in 
those time years was re- 
sjtectively 51 per cent, 52 
per cent and 52 per cent. 

Women received the fran¬ 
chise in 1920, over half a 
century ago. Since that time, 
countless studies have been 
made of those participating 
in elections. Political scien¬ 
tists have pinpointed a num¬ 
ber of variables in women’s 
voting: educational level, 

sense of civic duty, etc.

Tax Spenders Blame All On 
High Assessement In County 

By Los Angeles County Assessor Philip E. Watson 


Elmer Good collects news¬ 
paper clippings like ravens 
collect shiny objects. Each 
one is a rare jewel which is 
carefully tucked away for 
future use. The hoarding 
practice makes for thick 
files and a headache of an 
indexing system, but the 
payoff can be well worth 
the aggravation. 

Elmer met me in the hall 
the other day bursting with 
exuberance and with what 
appeared to be one of his 
carefully folded jewels. He 
exclaimed excitedly, "You’ve 
done it, Phil! — your for¬ 
mula is no longer a secret.” 
At first confused, I thought 
perhaps Family Circle had 
at last published my recipe 
for chili. . 

Handing me his gem, I 
carefully withdrew the folds 
to face the hold headline 
“Passing the Tax Rate 
Buck.” The article cut to the 
marrow of the issues I have 
publicly advocated for some 
time. Schools and welfare 
should be removed from the 
property tax and assess¬ 
ments don’t raise taxes, tax 
rates raise taxes. With per¬ 
mission of the publisher, 
Hank Tweith, Yuba City 
Daily Independent - Herald, 
the article follows: 

“One of the areas of ridi¬ 
culous wrangling that goes 
cn among county supervisors 
is that dealing with the as¬ 
sessed valuation of private 
property. It would not be so 
senseless if the debate dealt 
with the theory of the prop¬ 
erty tax but most of the time 
it involves fulminations over 
the values of the property as 
it the county assessor actual¬ 
ly had much choice over the 
end result. 

“There was a study session 
this week in Sutter County 
among Assessor Jerry Allen, 
the supervisors and some of 
the county’s executive tal¬ 
ent. It settled nothing and 
probably provided little edu¬ 
cation since the processes 
are as familiar to the sup¬ 
ervisors as to the assessor 
and his staff. 

“Of course, there may 
have been some value in let¬ 
ting off steam about how 
high the appraisals are but 
there’s no mystery there. 
Like everywhere else and 
with everything marketable, 
property here has been 
steadily inflated in value 
year in and year out. If the 
land sales prices go cop, the 
assessed valuation goes with 
it. This leads to considerable 
inequitey for those who have 
no desire or intention to sell 
their property. 

"Actually, the property tax 
system in California, and in 
most other states, has bo- 


century method of collecting 
support for government a 1 
functions, For example, what 
relevancy is there in levying 
charges against a house in 
East Marysville or a store in 
Yuba City for financing the 
education of children or 
paying welfare costs? There 
is some rhyme and some 
reason in the system but in 
the closing days of the 20th 
Contrary not much. Street im¬ 
provements, police and fire 
protection and ev e n the 
maintenance of records are 
fairly legitim ate costs 
against property, but even 
for those expenses there are 
mere reasonable methods. 

“Even the operation of the 
tax itself has certain ridicu¬ 
lous aspects. 

“The assessor’s staff, 
which, incidentally, is tight¬ 
ly supervised by the State 
Board of Equalization in its 
procedures and subject to a 
final appeal to supervisors 
.when they sit as a county 
board of equalization, places 
a fall market value or. all 
property in the county for 
the county government, the 
government of cities, the 
school districts and the spe¬ 
cial districts. That valuation 
for some almost forgotten 
reason is then reduced to a 
ratio of 25 per cent of mar¬ 
ket value and made subject 
to taxation. Exc e p t, of 
course, for a series of spe¬ 
cial exemtplons for senior 
citizens, veterans and what¬ 
ever determined by the 
whimsv of the state legisla¬ 
tors. Eventually, a tax is 
levied on the basis of a gen¬ 
eral rate and some special 
rates detemrned each sum¬ 
mer by the govs rn i n g 
boards. 

“And, therein, lies the ridi¬ 
culousness of the argument 
against the assessors’ valua¬ 
tions. First, if the valuations 
are out of line they can be 
protested on an individual 
hasis but more important if 
the overall assessment roll is 
high, the supervisors, or 
councilmen or trustees can 
lower their tax rates. 

“There is no way they ran 
pass the blame to the ap¬ 
praisers. In California, the 
statues provide for limita¬ 
tions on the maxi m u m 
amount of tax rates but 
there is no law against low¬ 
ering the rates. Granted, few 
board ever do it. Which in¬ 
dicates of course, that they'd 
rather pass the buck than 
buck the spending."
